WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The chairman 
of the judiciary committee of the House 
today introduced the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the committee on the 
judiciary be and is hereby directed to in- 
vestigate and report to this House, with 
all convenient speed, the opinion of wens 


committee as to the power of Congress to 
declare that a necessity has arisen for tak- 
ing possession of al! coal, coal beds and 
coal mines in the United States, and all 
lines of transportation, agencies, instru- 
ments and vehicles of commerce necessary 
for the transportation of coal, and that if, 
in the opinion of that committee, the 
power exists and the necessity for the use 
of such power has arisen, that the com- 
mittee forthwith report to tnis House a 
bill declaring the necessity, providing fully 
and in detail the occasions, modes, condi- 
tions and agencies for said appropriation 
that will fully and completely exhaust the 
power of Congr2ss in that regard.” . 

The resolution is probably the most 


radical proposition ever presented to a 
Republican Congress by any standing com- 
mittee. 

While the Judiciary Committee, by its 
resolutions does not advise the seizure of 
coal mines and coal roads, it unquestion- 
ably points in that direction. 

If the committee sceks to ascertain the 


power of congress in the matter, it follow# 
that it would favor the 8 of such 
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Congress Wékiig Up to the Alarming 
Condition Following the Fuel 
Famine. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The attendance 
in the House galleries today was an evi- 
dence of general interest in the proceedings 
which weren to take place upon the Dill 
providing for the rebate of the duties on 
foreign coal for a period of one year. An 
unusually large number of members were 
on the floor and the leaders on both sides 
in their places, 

After the transaction of some preliminary 
business, Mr. Grosvenor (O.), from the 
cemmittee on rules, presented a resolution 
supplemental to that adopted ,yesterday, 
directing the committee on merchant 
marine and fisheries to investigate the coal 
situation. The resolution authorized sub- 
committees of the committee to take teg- 
timony. It was adopted. 

Mr. Dalzell (Pa.), from the committee 
on rules, then presented the special rule 
for the consideration of the coal rebate 
bill. 

It provided for the immediate considera- 
tion of the bill, with provision for one 
hour’s debate, at the end of which time 
the previous question should be considered 
as ordered without intervening motion. 
Twenty minutes on a side were allowed 
upon the rule. 

Mr. Dalzell, after reviewing the history 
of the present duty on coal, said the pend- 
ing bill needed no defense. It was de- 
signed to relieve the existing distress. 
Nevertheless, he said, he did not believe 
it would accomplish its purpose. He did 
not belleve it would increase the importa- 
tion of a single pound of coal. “I don't 
believe, said he, that anything now can 
stop the greed and avarice of the cormo- 
rants who are taking advantage of the 
already opwressed people, but it will sat- 
isfy a public sentiment and show the dis- 
position of Congress to do everything in 
its power to relieve the situation.”

poor who are able to buy it on those terms. 

“The Provident Association has provided 
coal for the poor of St. Louis for 16 winters,” 
said Mr. McClain Wednesday. it has al- 
ways been equal to the emergency, and it 
will be equal to the emergency this winter. 
It has the money to pay for the coal and 
the facilities for delivering it to the needy, 


and it will be done. 

The association maintains a coal yard 
at 1114 North Twelfth street, from which 
deliveries are made. When the associa- 
tion's wagons cannot deliver all-the orders, 
other wagons are obtained. At one time 
last winter we had 19 extra wagons at 
work. 

To every destitute family in need of 
coal a ‘ration of 12 bushels is delivered 
free of charge. We can get coal and de- 
liver it when dealers cannot, because deal- 
ers must make a profit. We deliver it at a 
loss anyway, and if we cannot get it in St. 
Louis we send wagons to Kast St. Louis 
for it. As long as there is coal in St. 
Louis or East St. Louis, we will get it and 
deliver it to the r. 

“It was decided Tuesday to begin the 
sale of coal at 10 cents a bushel to persons 
who cannot afford to pay the prevailing 
prices.

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THE PRESIDENT’S CRUSADE. 
President Roosevelt might well stop and think of the conse- 

quences of continuing the policy of stirring up strife and race 

prejudices among the whites and blacks ef the South. 

The question is not what is right in the abstract—no one in the 
abstract has a right to a federal office—but what is wise and 
expedient in view of the conditions in the South. Conditions, not 
theories, must be dealt with. 

The Southern people are confronted with a difficult problem. 
Grenting that the problem is complicated with prejudices and 
passions, yet they exist, and must be reckoned with. Their ex- 
istence makes the problem the harder to solve and suggests the 
necessity of using diplomacy and patience in dealing with it. 

Every act that tends to arouse passion and prejudice makes 
the conditions harder and postpones the solution of the prob- 
lem. The equilibrium is delicately balanced, and a rude dis- 
turbance of it may precipitate strife and wholly overthrow what 
has been accomplished. 

The sentimente, feelings, relations of the white and black peo- 
ple in the southern communities must be taken into account. 
If they are not taken into account the whole social structure 
and the acceptod conditions under which peace and amity are 
maintained may be broken up and chaos may return. 

The situation calls for the skillful hand of the wise statesman, 
not the rough hand of the fanatic. More damage may be done 
by unreasonable haste and arbitrary action than can be repaired 
in a decade. 

There is every reason why the wishes of every community 
should be consulted in federal appointments. That has been the 
invariable rule in determining the choice of federal officeholders, 
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President Oliphant ot the Delaware & Hudson places the coal 
question on a high ethical plane and finds that the famine is 
due to the people who helped the strikers last summer. These 
tre now feeling the retribution due on account of their wicked- 
ness. Fut for the people who were good and didn’t help the 
strikers he is truly sorry. Baer and Oliphant are two bright 
stare in the ethical firmament.

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English Admiral Calls It a 
Stupid Piece of Play- — 
Acting.“ 

FAVORS THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


STILL HOLDS BRITAIN SHOULD 
FIGHT FOR IT. 


Distinguished Naval Expert Says His 
Visit Is Not to Form Official 
Connection With the 
Shipping Trust. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. IM Lord Charles 
Beresford, rear admiral of the English 


navy, has added emphasis to his view of: 


the Venezuelan Si.uation since he sailed 
from England 10 days ago. Then, he merely 
said: Thank God, we are out of that un- 
fortunate affair!“ In New York today he 
had this to gay: 

The bombardment of Puerto Cabello and 
the sinking of the Venezuelan ships wae 
an outrageous affair. 

“A stupid piece of play-acting is what ii 
might be called. 

“The two incidents showed a deplorable 
want of foresight. 

“I do not wish to appear as being a ‘for- 
tune teller,“ but mark my words: Brit- 
ain will in the future support America in 
her defense of the Monroe doctrine, and 
when I say support, I mean fight to help 
America defend it. 

“If I were an American I cortamly would 
fight for the Monroe doctrine, and as an 
Foglishman I would object to the grabbing 
of territory oy my country had that been 
her purposo. First of all, I would have op- 
: posed ony grubbifig, on grounds that I am 
, Strongly opposed to England adding more 
to the British empire. Our colonial respon- 
sibilities may exceed our resources for de- 
fens-. 

England ¢annot longer afford to He idle 
and let things shape thelr own course. 

“The fact is that you Americans taught 
us a most valuable lesson when you kicked 
us out of your country. The lesson of the 
episode is just thie: We now tréat our 
colonies as men and trothesw. We no 
longer maul and haul them just to show 
our authority. 

“Eagiand and Germany had ar idea that 
they had a grievance against Venezuela. 
No doust they had. I am not dieputing 
that. I clatm that when any power in 
Europe has anything to do in America 
she should come to America with it. The 
whole situation wés so extremely absurd. 

“Remember, I do not wien to appear as 
criticising Germany, but in my opinion, 
Unzland made a mess in this ailiance in 
the Venezuelan matter, and I am inclined 
to the belief that if the question ever 
arises again, England will surely support 
the Monros doctrine. 

“It is a stupid piece of business, to say 
the least, 

Here are two great nations, each know- 
ing ite own affairs best. England ‘and Ger- 


many should have acted independently. But 

what worried me was not so much that 
: England and Germany should join hands in 
this matter, as that the pair should worry 
the United States. 
| “This will teach Great Britain a lesson 
‘of the extreme danger of, perhaps, inter- 

national complications by allowing unlimit- 

ed trade credit to a bamkrupt and unscrup- 
ulous republic like Veneruela and then try- 
ing to collect bad debts by coercion. 

“These South American republics, how- 
ever, will de a menace to the world’s peace 
as long as they persist in their unscrupu- 
lous commercial dealings with foreign 
countries, and it must be for the Un'ted 
States to lift them from their corrupt 
state or annex them entirely. The Hague 
court is the proper place to arbitrate the 
present dispute.. 

Muy visit to the United States has nothing 
to do with the International Mercantile 
Marine Co. As an officer of the active list 
of the British navy, I cannot affiliate my- 
self with private business enterprises. I 
have come here simply on a little business 
for the British admiralty and also on a 
pleasure trip.“
